M O S C O W (UPI) — The Soviet Union's 
second space man landed successfully today 
from a journey that whirled him more than 17 
times around the earth in slightly more than 25 
hours. His journey was nearly equal to the dis­ 
tance of a round trip to the moon. 


Radio Moscow said Maj. Gherman S. Titov, 
a 26-year-old air force officer, landed "exactly 
in the planned orca" of the Soviet Union follow­ 
ing his historic flight. 
Tho United States plans an orbital trip by one of 
ifs astronauts lato this year or early in lfHSJ. 
The official Soviet Tass news agone} said Titov 
came down in the Russian Republic, about 400-450 
miles southeast of Moscow, not far from the landing
